OF ARKANSAS, a majority of ail 
the members elected to each House 
agreeing thereto: 


That the following is hereby pro- 
posed ' as an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Arkan- 
sas, and upon being submitted to 
the electors of the State for ao- 
proval or rejection at the next gen-1 
eral election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority of ths 
electors voting thereon, at such an 
election, adopt

amendment,

This tiny gambling-supported Eu- 
ropean play ground, where kig and

Campione is one of the strangest 


communities on the continent. It 
is a pimple on the shore of Lake 
Lugano, surrounded by Swiss ter- 
ritory. Less than two miles square, 
its population of 1,000 is almost 
completely 
dependent 
upon 
the 
large gambling casino which nets 
$1,000,000 annually from 
tourists 


and international playboys. 


King Boris of 
Bulgaria 


played there, Queen Wilhelmina of 
Holland 
was the only member of 


royalty who visited and never tired 
her luck. She did not place a bet. 
The casino is owned by a private 


syndicate in Rome, but it has been 
a municipal bonanza to Campione, 
which is debt free and has only two 
per cent unemployment. 
Six members of the 
municipal 


council work for the casino and 
supposedly sec that it pays 
its 
proper share of taxes. Mayor Felz 
Tagliaferri is secretary of the ca 
sino and is one of the leaders of a 
movement to obtain complete ad 
ministrative freedom for Campione 
while leaving the community stil 
under Italian political shelter. 
"If we could get our independ 
ence we could

greater than Monte Carlo,"

said.
